Bioiia taken pluce ill tliB Asscmby with res- 
pect to Ihu cleclion of a Clerli ot" the House, 
are well calculaliHl Io slum- what a iiunibcr of 
i-haiiipinns of ilieir riylits llic piiblio havf 
chosen for iliu Legislature. iVut iLat it 
wiiuld niaivB a preat deal of diiSirence to the 
oouiiirv as Io whether the Clerk of thai 
House were appointed by the Governor or 
cleotod by the Assembly, but the circum- 
stance yoos lo pliow how h'ltlo the latter can; 
to inuiiiliiiii Iliu privileges of llieir own body, 
when sueli a conrsc of action iiiiKlir give 
offtfiico to the E.vcculivo. Afier nil the talk 
about the matter, they have resolved to leave 
the choice of one of their own ofnoers to the 
Ooveruor— ihe very thing which, under the 
cirLiimstunees, they ought not to do. And 
upon whai Fpecioiis preto.\ts have they dc- 
leriDined lo lake tlii? couiso of action in thi 
mailer. Sumo of lliein i>ro candid einicgli 
to admit their incompetency to make n 
proper choice. Thoy would prefer beijig 
placed beyond the reach of temptation. One 
«lf-l)ic|n W08 " quite sure theelectire system 
would lend to corruption." 

A protiy opinion indeed they must have of 
t!iem.-:elve3, when they think they cannoi 
make assood n choice as the Executive, and 
this Executive an irrijspoiiKiblu one. I'rece 
denlB were quoted iu jufltitieation of the 
ooiirse thoy desired to pursue. The example 
of Canada was brought forward as instance!!' 
where a Colonial Assembly had allowed the 
choice of their Cloik lo ho made by the E.\~ 
ecniivu. Suppose that rule docs prevail in 
that rroviiiee, it i.s no reason wtiy it sliouM 
be adopted here. iSo Governor of that col- 
ony would altompt to make an appointment 
without the advice und sanction of a respon- 
sible ministry. This being the cnso, the 
nomination m an ollico would, in nearly 
every instance, be sail, faotory to the majority 
til iliL- huii.-e. What cor;li..-' have our House 
of Assembly over the advisers of ilie Gover- 
nor, ^siippose' lie were accnslomed 'o act 
upon . their advice ? None whatever. They 
ni;e entirely lieyond their reach. The Onv- 
ernor raiiy therefore appoint whom heplcrnes. 
and all the Honse can do is to williliold th ■ 
sniaiies — a course which, from its inconve- 
ni' nco, would seldom be ndo]itod. The As 
seiTibly tl erefiiie sluiuld have hesitated be- 
fore :!!°y surrendered the right to appoint 
oneof their own offluers. It would be time 
enough 'to lake that step when they arc able 
more fully to maintain n check opoo the ac- 
tion ol the E.\ei.utivo.

This is a question 

wliioli nierils most strongly the nttention of 

the Guvernment und the public ol tliii> 

Colony. Anything which will tend to add 

to the wealth and prosperity of the country — 

that will have the elleot of redeeming it from 

the chaos of nature — cannot fail to be of the 

utmost importance. t)nr Island und the 

wa ers surrounding it are as an immense 

qtiautity ut raw material, most valuable when 

it is most available for its leffitirnnic nsen liw 
ijcHij v.'drxcii np. Our waters may teem 

wiih iln; finny tribe ; tlie most valuable min- 
erals may pervade our rocks ; abundance of 
the finest limber in the world may cover u 
toil of snrpussiiig fertility; yet of what avail 
wjll itall be unless developed by capital — 
byJmmaD skill and labor? Whatever, then, 
wi}uld have the effect of attracting capital 
and causing ii to bo dircelcd towards render- 
ing available our imineiife resources, onr 
tiovornnieiit should do nil in its pcnver lo for- 
ward. A step in this direciiDn has alreajv- 
boen made, so hir as it lay hi the power of the 
House of Assembly, through the motion of 
Dr. Tolinio for free grants of timber rights lo 
those erecting saw-nillls. This, however, has 
not yet rnel with a response on the pari ol tho 
j'xeenlive. ,'>iiicu wo have lulvanced so far 
in ihe way of eiu.'onrii|remont lowariis settle- 
nionl luul manuf.iciuru on ihe soull'easLern 
portion of the Island — for there it will proba- 
bly be first applied — may we not go further 
Hnirc.^tc'nd the principle to our splendid fish- 
ing banks on the West Coast Tiiere lies 
an immense field for eiiteriirisc. .VII it wains 
is clevi.'lopinent. That developimjiil llie (jov- 
ernmeiit may in suiiie dcree eni"(;iua'.,'e by 
inakinj; fiee grants ol land to (ishini^ eompa- 
uius fur Ihe erection of storehouses and 
curing esiablisbmedls. Were these grants 
made in tbe neighborhood ol e.Ktcn8ivo tracts 
of cultivable soil or in the vicinity of good 
harbors, tliey would in all probubi lily lend 
to llie ;()ruiatiiin ol set lloinenis aloii;,' tbe 
whole (M)a?l. So loii;; as the obj cts of any 
sueli bniintii's were /lon-j fuU i/arriod out by 
the recipients, it would mailer little to the 
Guvernment if the whole coast were seliled 
upon the free-grunt principle. The incoine 
derived frum the sale of Orown lands is ol 
fur les.s consequence to the Colony than the 
increase of our population — tlio devolcpnienl 
of onr resources, v/bi-tlier iIh'v be a^rieului- 
ral, lisbiny, miiiiul.ielnriiio nr mining. The 
vnliie <d' Ihe land in ils unim;)i-oved state 
may be set down as little or nothin;;. It can 
."scarcely be taken into consideration when 
estimating Ihe wealth of the Colony. But 
were it oiienpiod ami made use of. llio income 
that eoiiUI in nne shape or aiiolher be derived 
from it. wnuld make ils iulluoncc felt in the 
iii'.ieased prosperity of the country.
